1 . Applicant's amendment filed 02/28/2007 has been entered and carefully 
considered. 

Claims 27 and 29 have been amended. 
Claims 1-26 have been cancelled. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 27-29 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 

matter: 

The combination as claimed wherein the synthesized frequency received by the 
DUT f.sub.1 and the oscillation frequency of the selected oscillator f.sub.2 are 
synchronized according to the equation n.fi= m.fi, where n and m are integer numbers 
(claim 27) is not disclosed, suggested, or made obvious by the prior art of record. 

Toner (US 6,859,208) discloses a testing system, comprising: a multiplexer (30, 
32, 36); a oscillator (22) coupled to the multiplexer (36) (e.g. Fig.1, Col.5, lines 23-29, 
Col.; a plurality of dividers (24, 26) coupled to the multiplexer (30, 32, 34); and a PLL 
(10) coupled to at least one of the plurality of dividers (24, 26). Hatch et al. (USP 
4,629,999) disclose a plurality of oscillators (9.1, 9.2, ..9.N) coupled to the multiplexer 
(7), wherein the testing system selects among the oscillators by configuring a selector 
on the multiplexer (e.g. Col. 2, lines 60-66). However, Toner and Hatch et al. do not 
disclose the synthesized frequency received by the DUT f.sub.1 and the oscillation 
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frequency of the selected oscillator f.sub. 2 are synchronized according to the equation 
n.fi= m.fi, where n and m are integer numbers.
